The prim ipal element in thoeomposition 


of a tear, as may readily be supposed, i 
water. The other elements are salt, soda 
phosphate of lime, phosphate of soda am 
mucus, eaeli in small proportions. 


A d i led tear seen tlnougli a microscopi 


of good average power presents a peculia 
appearance. The water, after evaporation 
leaves behind it the saline ingredients 
which amalgamate and form themselves 
into lengthened cross lines, and look like a 
unrulier of niintuc fish hones. 


The tears are secreted in what are callet 


tho "lachrymal glands," situated over tin 
cjpliall and underneath the lid. The con 
toutsx>f these glands are carried along am. 
under the inner sin-fate of the eyelids bj 
means of six or se\en very fine channels 
and are discharged a litl le above tlie earti 
lage snpi'orriiifc the lid. 


The discharge of tears from the lackry 


mainlands is not occasional and accidental 
(is is commonly supposed, hut continuous 
It goes on both day and night—though less 
abundantly at night—through the "con 
duits," and spreads equally over the sur 
face of the hd». 


After serving its purpose the flow is car 


ried away by two l i t i l e drains, situated in 
that corner of each eye nearest the nose, 
into which t hey run, anil called the "lachry- 
mal points."—Brooklyn Standard, 


Bridging Retiring Straits. 


Engineering skill has been advanced so 


far that no project is now.suRiciently stu- 
pendous to appal the imagination. Plans 
have accordingly been drawn to bridge 
Bchring Straits and construct an all rail 
route to Knrope vin Asia. The chief diffi- 
culty—on? that for the present at least is 
insurmou n table—is, such a road would not 
pay, and t herefore could not command tha 
necessary capital. As to the construction 
of two bridges, each twenty miles long, 
across tha arm of the sea, that could 
probably be done if there was money in it. 
But in spite of the assurance that the cli- 
mate is mild, owing to the Pacific Gulf 
stream, and that there ia no danger from 
ice, it would require some education of tha 
traveling public to induce them to risk 
their lives on such a bridge.—New Orleau*

ficulties at such points as Stanley Falls 
and the cataracts of the Upper Nile sys- 
tem. A length of forty miles would be re- 
quired on the Shire, a dox.en miles at La- 
hore, and at various points lengths of rail- 
way varying from near 200 miles between 
Nyassa and Tanganyika to a coup!« of 
miles around some of the lesser cataracts. 
The estimated cost of this comprehensive 
system of small, isolated railways is, rough- 
ly, ?SO,000,000.—Thomas Stevens in Serf li- 
ner's.

war on her fanners by withdrawing all 
protection to their products, been with- 
out able and energetic protesters against 
that great iniquity, and their well di- 
rected efforts must tell in the npt dis- 
tant future. At present nothing seeing 
BO to exasperate John Bull as the great 
lessons which this nation is teaching of 
how protection to home labor dissemi- 
nates industry, intelligence and comfort 
among bur people. 


It was that feeling of exasperation 


which impelled The London Contempo- 
rary Review not many years ago to mo- 
mentarily forget its customary courtesy 
to opponents and to curse us editorially, 
in part as follows: 


"Wherever England turns, in the case 


of her own colonies even, she finds Amer- 
ica, and always America distinctively, 
in her path of argument. It is assumed 
that everything is finally settled when 
American prosperity is quoted to us, and 
the present writer can state from his 
own experience that the one infallible 
resource of the controversialists on the 
other side of the Atlantic is to unfold 
the brightly colored panorama of Amer- 
ica's well being. Some silly people among 
ourselves even have had their intellects 
obf usticatod in the same way. Survey- 
ing the whole scene, it may in fact be 
soberly and sadly said that the politico- 
economical doctrines of universal inter- 
relation and co-operation among man- 
kind, which our chief thinkers have 
made it the great task of England to 
spread, would at this hour be farther 
advanced throughout the world if Amer- 
ica were blotted out." 


So, evidently, thought Qrover Cleve- 


land, when in tho interest of British 
Free-trade and American mugwumpery 
he paraphrased the above utterance of 
Tho Contemporary by saying to the 
American congress and people, "it is a 
condition and not a theory that confronts

his breast, was the only veteran of 1812 
who turned out to do honor to Washing- 
ton's birthday, and he was o guest of the j 
Veteran Zouaves. The absence of others ' 
was so conspicuous as to cause people to 
ask, 'What has become of the rest of the 
company?" The fact Is that death has 
gathered in the brave defenders of the 
Union, who rallied around its standard 
when it was for the second time threatened 
by England's foes, until there is only a 
remnant of two or three left. 


A lew years ago U was the practice of 


Hie proprietors of the Fifth Avenue, the 
Continental, or some of theother hotels, 
to 
Ive tbe veterans a dinner on each of 


the holidays; but they have been neglect- 
ed in this particular for a year sr two. 
One reason for this neglect is that other 
than i he veterans took the opportunity to 
get a free dinner, having no claim upon 
the generosity of the giver of the feast 
other than that they were acquainted with 
some of the veterans. Hence this way of 
remembering the old heroes five or six 
times a year with a feast ultimately be- 
came vexations, and the Lelands and oth- 
ers could not be blamed for discontinuing 
tho custom.

One hundred feet in the air, with the 


falls roaring beneath him and a heavy 
train rumbling above him, was the posi 
tion in which William Woods, a conductor 
on tbe J., M. and I. railroad, found him- 
self Friday at midnight. Yet, by a mira- 
cle, his life was saved. 


Mr. Woods had charge of the bridge 


freight train, which hauls the loaded cars 
from this city to the Jeffersonville yards 
on the way to their northern destination. 
On Friday night his train consisted of 
about thirty cars, drawn by a Mogul 
engine. There were two brakemen besides 
himself, and at midnight the start was 
made. Woods was at the front end of the 
car next to the engine, and was climbing 
down the ladder to step on the tender. 
Before he gained a foothold, however, the 
ladder, which was an old one, gave way 
beneath the weight upon it. Like a flash 
he disappeared between the cars, and fell 
through the narrow cross ties of the 
bridge. 
Fortunately he succeeded in 


grasping with both hands a projecting iron 
bar, to which he bung while the train 
passed over him. 


Mr. Woods is not a strong man, and be- 


fore half of the train was over his strength 
was nearly exhausted. He called loudly 
for assistance, but the roar of the falls and 
the rumbling of the train drowned his 
cries, and it is doubtful if a man passing 
on the footwoy could have heard him. Sev- 
eral times he was on the point of releasing 
his hold, and had he done so his body 
would have been dashed to pieces on the 
rocks below. But the thought of his wife 
and children at home, he says, imbued him 
with additional strength at tbe critical 
moment, and he managed to hold on. 


When the last car had passed his arms 


were stiffened and almost numb. Besides, 
he was so weak that he could not draw 
himself np between the ties, and it seemed 
as if he bad only escaped death under the 
wheels to meet an equally horrible fall 
upon the rocks. 


Just as he had resigned himself to his

canal to Buffalo, the guards and paddle 
boxes having been removed, and for a 
number of years was engaged in lake 
traffic between that point and Cleveland. 


The baptismal name of the boat is not 


now known, and the present name is that 
of an old time lake captain Vho owned 
her after she left the Hudson riTor. Capt. 
Minch, of Buffalo, is authority for the 
statement that the Witt is one of tbe orig- 
inal three. If the old boat can be put to- 
gether again it is proposed to rue her down 
the lakes and exhibit her at the 1893 expo- 
sition, as no better illustration of progress, 
by contrast, could be shown.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


The Pitch Lake of Trinidad. 


Neur Tar Point, or Point la Bmye, as it 


is called by the inhabitants on account of 
its characteristic feature, in the island of 
Trinidad, is a lake which at fir* view ap- 
pears to be a body of placid water, but 
which on nearer approach is found to be 
an extensive plain of mineral pitch, with 
frequent crevices and chasms filled with 
water. When visited in the autumn sea- 
son tbe singularity of the scene is so great 
that it requires some time for the specta- 
tor to recover from his surprise, so as to 
examine it closely. The surface of the lake 
at that season of the year Is perfectly 
smooth, yet not polished so as to be slip- 
pery, but of such consistency as to bear 
any weight. 


It is not adhesive, although it receives in 


part the impression of the foot aud can be 
trodden upon without any tremulous mo- 
tion. In the summer season the surface is 
much more yielding, sometimes approach- 
ing a state of fluidity. The pitch lake 
con- 


tains many islets, which are covered with 
grass and small shrubs. The main bod, 
of the lake is about three miles in eircmn 
ference and Is at the south shore, where a 
excavation has been made nearly 200 fee 
in depth.—St. Louis Republic.

Vienna** Petroleum Tramway. 


Vienna has just been endowed with a 


novel means of locomotion, styled by its 
iromoters the "Petroleum Tramway." 
It 


uns between the entrance to the Prater 
and the agricultural exhibition, a distance 
of nearly a mile, and accomplishes the jour- 
ney in about five minutes. It can attain a 
speed of sixteen to seventeen kilometers an 
hour, but the authorities will uot allow it 
to exceed twelve. The strength of the ma- • 
chine isof two-horse power. The petroleum 
fuel is lighted in a few minutes previous 
to starting, and the machine consumes one 
kilogram per hour. Reckoned at four- 
pence per kilogram the cost would be three 
shillings fourpence per ten hours. The car 
used in the Prater contains seats for twelve 
passengers, beside the driver and guard. It 
makes little noise, and does not shake. 
The inventor Is an engineer in Cronstudt, 
named Daimler.—New York Telegram.

Very few convicts, though sentenced for 
life, serve more than that period.
